Group I , claim(s) 157, 158, 162-174, and 182-188, drawn to compositions and 
kits comprising a radionuclide, stabilizer, and optionally, a chelator. 

Group II , claim(s) 159 and 162-174, drawn to compositions comprising a 
chelator, radionuclide, and targeting agent. 

Group III , claim(s) 160, 162-174, 189-192, and 200-213, drawn to compositions 
comprising a metal chelator, targeting molecule, and stabilizer having at least one non- 
alpha amino acid with a cyclic group present. 

Group IV , claim(s) 161-174 and 189-192, drawn to compositions comprising a 
metal chelator, targeting molecule, and stabilizer having at least one bile acid. 

Group V . claim(s) 1 75-1 81 , drawn to a method of stabilizing a 
radiopharmaceutical wherein the composition comprises a radionuclide, chelator, and 
stabilizer (see for example, claim 175). 

Group VI , claim(s) 193 and 194, drawn to a method of increasing radioactivity 
recovery. 

Group VII , claim(s) 195 and 196, drawn to a method of decreasing methionine 
residues.

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features because the compositions are structurally 
different. As a result, the components required by the various groups differ and require 
a separate search of the prior art. In addition, it is noted that the compositions 
optionally, comprising a bile acid, non-alpha amino acid with a cyclic group. 
ELECTION OF SPECIES 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The compositions comprise stabilizers, targeting moieties, linkers, metal 
chelators, amino acids, and bile acids (see for example, claims 1 59, 1 60, 1 61 , 1 69, 
189, 190, 196, 200, 203, 206, and 210). Possible stabilizers include gentisic acid, 
human serum albumin, benzyl alcohol, dithiocarbamate, and so forth. Possible 
targeting moieties include lanreotide, Substance P, insulin, and maltose. 

Notes . The compositions do not have a special technical feature that is 
distinguished over the art. For example, Panek (US Patent No. 5,362,473) also 
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discloses a composition comprising a metal-radionuclide comprising a stabilizer (i.e., 
dithiocarbamate). Thus, the instant invention lacks unity of invention. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Notes . Applicant is respectfully requested to elect a species from within the 
elected group above for initial examination. Applicant should identify, if applicable to the 
elected group, the stabilizer, the water soluble compound, the linker, M, N, O, P, and Q. 
In addition, Applicant is requested to state which claims are directed to the elected 
species. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
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features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of 
the claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art.

REJOINDER PARAGRAPH 

5. The Examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
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be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112.
